HE New Covenant, or Teſtament ſpok- 
en of by Teremiah, Chap. xxxi. 31, 34, 
and again mentioned in the Epiſtle to the 
Hebrews, Chap. viii. $:---13. x. 16, is 

the ſame which our Lord refers to, when he ſays, 

This Cup is the New Teſtament in my Blood, 1 Cor. 
xi. 26. It is not made according to the Covenant 
the Lord hath made with the People, when he 
took them by the Hand to lead them out of the 
Land of Ægypt, in order to make them a great Na- 
tion of this World, until SHilob came, Gen. xlix. 
10. But it is made to eſtabliſh another Part of 
the Promiſe the Lord made to Abraham, viz. 
That in thepromiſed Seed Chrift, all Nations of the - 
Earth ſhould be Bleſſed, Gal. iii. 16. By the for- 
mer Covenant Abraham's Family was made a Na- 
tional Church; by the latter, this National Church 
is made to give Place to the Church or Kingdom 

of Chriſt, which is not of this World, but gather- 

ed out of every Nation, Kindred, People and, 
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Tongue, by the TxuUTH oF THE Gospxr. ; and 
is that Kingdom ſpoken of in the Pſalms, and in 
the Prophets, which is to endure for ever. 
The TRuTH, by which this true Church is 
athered, conſiſts in a divine Declaration, that 
God, whoſe Property it is not to let Sin paſs un- 
puniſhed®, hath now, ina Conſiſtency therewith+, 
performed his Promiſe of Grace made from the Be- 
ginning, Gen. iii. 15. and renewed unto the Fa- 
thers, Gal. iii. 16. Gen. xlix. 10. 1 Chron. xvii. 
10---14. Hath now ſent his only begotten 
Son þ into the World, that we [both Jew and Gen-

* 'This is a Truth manifeſt not only in the Scrip- 
tures, but alſo in the Conſcience of every Man ; in 
that Dread he feels upon the Remembrance of Sin; 
which Dread is the Voice of God in Man, and can nev- 
er be anſwered but by the Voice of God in the Goſpel.

and in which God hath declared himſelf well pleaſcd, 
pray or ſeek for Power to do ſomething more unto 
that End.

So 
that as the national Church of the Jetus was 
continued by carnal Generation from Abrabam 
and the Twelve Patriarchs, the Church or King- 
dom of Chriſt is continued by the Spiritual Re- 
generation of the Word of Chriſt and his Twelve 
Apoſtles, Job. xvii. 20. And all the Combina- 
tions of Men, called Churches, who are united 
by any other Bond than being of this Truth. 
(and thereby baptized into one Body with Chriſt 
the Head) are not at what they pretend to be; 
but only political, roam Conſtitutions, and 
worldly Factions: Notwithſtanding, there may 
be many who are of the Truth hid among them;
